Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative conatct examiner about the non-compliant 
amendment due to CRFD, as he had submitted 2 disks in ASCII format and another disk in word format Examiner 
contacted STIC and was told that SCORE support had made the CRFD determination. SCORE support was 
contacted, but did not give direction. The examiner after conferring with SPE suggested applicant re-submit the disks 
and clearly label ASCII disk- CRF and the word disks as a word file..

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may ^be by 
attachrnent of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)
